E. He has Selected the Unnoticed (Vs. 28d) 

III. The Focus that is Directed (Vs. 29) 

A. A Focus Away from our Selves (Vs. 29a) 

B. A Focus Above on our Saviour (Vs. 29b)

Fanny Crosby was blind from six weeks of age because of a 
mistreatment by a man claiming to be a doctor. Yet God used 
her to write more than 9000 hymns such as: "Blessed 
Assurance; All The Way My Saviour Leads Me; I Am Thine 
Lord; Jesus Keep Me Near The Cross; Praise Him, Praise Him; 
Rescue The Perishing; To God Be The Glory;" and "Tell Me The 
Story Of Jesus," to name a few. Although blind, she was the 
guest of six presidents and a personal friend to Grover 
Cleveland. Her 9000 hymns were to set to music by every 
popular American tunesmith of the nineteenth century and still 
blesses the Church of Jesus Christ in our day. 

3) ...Abraham Lincoln - "God must love the common people, 
because He made so many of them." 

4) ...great importance, but that just qualified you for God's use! 
When God called Gideon, he responded that his family is poor 
in Manasseh, and that he was the least in my father's house. Yet 
God used him to wrought a mighty victory! 

5) ...minimized and discounted by the world around you, there is a 
God in heaven that does not call the qualified, he qualifies the 
called! 
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1) ...what was the meaning of life. She answered, " I don't know. I 
wish I knew." The most learned of our generation is clueless 
about the meaning of life, yet the homeless man sitting in the 
rescue mission can open the bible and discern that the highest 
meaning in life is to bring glory to God!
